AROMATIC HYDROCARBONS FROM 
NEW PETROLEUM DISTILLATION 
PROCESS. 

Much publicity has been given in the 
lay press to the announcement by Sec- 
Lane of the Interior Depart- 
ment of what has been described as 
the perfection of a process by Dr. 
Rittman, a petroleum chemist in the 
service of the United States Bureau of 
Mines, for the distillation from crude 
petroleum of gasoline as well as ben- 
zol and toluol in proportions to work 
a revolution in the production of mo- 
tor fuel and to accomplish the coun- 
try’s possible independence in the out- 
put of high explosives and dyestuffs 
from the materials, for which Ger- 
many has relied entirely upon the dis- 
tillation of coal tar for its mastery of 
the field of finished products. The Re- 
porter regrets the regular press re- 
port of this matter was received too 
late to be included in the former is- 
sue, but in the current number we 
publish a special and exclusive treat- 
ment of the subject, supplementing 
the general and more or less super- 
ficial statement with the most avail- 
able details of practical and technical 
significance upon which the merits for 
commercial adaptibility of the process 
are brought into much more capable 
analysis.

On first consideration of Dr. Ritt- 
man’s achievement, the claim of yield- 
ing benzol and toluol in promising 
proportions for commercial recogni- 
tion appears as the novel and dis- 
tiguishing principle. It is stated that 
in the first passage of crude oil through 
the vaporizing apparatus a yield of 
six per cent. of benzol and toluol re- 
sulted, exceeding the percentage of 
the derivatives from coal tar now used 
as a source of the materials by the Ger- 
man plants, and further experimenta- 
tion has been planned with the view 
of developing a larger staple yield by 
the Rittman process. Washington 
officials who have studied the process 
are credited with the belief that it 
may be used to further advantage, in

a year, enough to assure, under proper 
conservation provision, a suppiy of 
erude materials to more than cover 
the world’s consumption of artificial 
dyestuffs.

In its most natural significance the 


Rittman process stands primarily for 


the greatly increased production of 
gasoline over the of usual 
distillation. About three years ago 
the announcement of such a discovery 
would have been accepted as the most 
vital accomplishment within the needs 
of the petroleum industry, since the 
question of keeping the production of 
motor fuel apace with the rapidly in- 
creasing consumption without creat- 
ing a burdensome excess of the other 
refined products was one of great con- 
cern in the maintenance of the eco- 
nomic balance of the industry. The 
solution came about two years ago by 
the application and successful opera- 
tion of the Burton process, installed in 
Indiana and Illinois refineries. The fun- 
damental principle of this process 
comprised the distillation and conden- 
sation of low boiling point vapors un- 
der a temperature from 650 to 850 de- 
grees F. of practically the same par- 
affin series as the most volatile con- 
stituents by the methods’ generally 
employed. In other words, the prin- 
ciples of heat and pressure could be 
applied to almost equal advantage in 
breaking up practically all the entire 
range of crude molecules, the limita- 
tion necessarily being drawn in ac- 
cordance with the peculiar market re- 
quirements. The application of the 
3urton process was a natural eco- 
nomic evolution and supplied the mid- 
West territory with a fuel oil at a 
basis that was able to discount the 
product made by the usual process not 
only on the question of freight, but 
also on the more economical methods 
of distillation. The Burton process 
product was first marketed as motor 
spirits, and lacking the odorless and 
some of the other desirable 
ties of the product distilled by the 
usual methods, its use at the start 
Was more in traction and other indus- 
trial engines, but gradually the ob- 
jectionable features limiting its field 
for automobile use were overcome and 
its consumption was extended gen- 
erally throughout the mid-West. 

Dr. Rittman is credited with the 
statement that he is in a large degree 
indebted to the workings of the Bur- 
ton process for the results he has 
secured, but it is claimed that the 
later method is capable of producing 
a larger yield of gasoline and at the 
same time without material change 
in the apparatus or the process of

The claims for the Rittman process, 
it is stated, have been based on lab- 
oratory tests, and the question is nat- 
urally presented as to the extent these 
claims may be substantiated when the 
process shall be developed along com- 
mercial lines.

when ready for actual operation the 


system will be launched under the 
auspices of officials of the United 
States Bureau of Mines and made 


available for any one’s use.

EXPORT CONDITIONS IN THE 
REPORTER’S TRADES. 


The additional which 


within the last few days have involved

the country’s foreign trade relations in 


further unsettlement and_ increased 
dangers, have as yet been reflected to 
apparently little disadvantage upon the 
export movement comprising the Re- 


porter’s trades. In several of the 
houses catering especially to the needs 
of the foreign markets it was stated 
that shipments abroad of drugs, chem- 
icals and allied products had been 
maintained on a satisfactory scale, af- 
fording a most welcome balance 
against the general backwardness of 
domestic business. During the week 
in review the items of principal in- 
terest for export have been practi- 
cally all of the potash compounds, ox- 
alic, carbolic, picric and salicylic acids, 
benzoate and salicylate of soda, for- 
maldehyde and practically the whole 
list of narcotic, disinfectant, anaes- 
thetic and anodyne drugs. The coun- 
tries which are capable of pursuing 
their industrial and commercial activ- 
ities on anything like a normal basis 
have lately shown much more reliance 
upon this country fer supplies from 
which they have been cut off by the 
disruption in European producing ana 
shipping quarters, while the interfer- 
ence with goods of distinctively Euro- 
pean character has been the means ot 
encouraging keener research for com- 
modities Of possible replacement from 
this country. 

The activities of the English ana 
French naval fleets in the Dardenelles

There is still considerable uncertain- 
ty in shipping conditions here as a fre- 
sult of the declaration of a war zone 
around the British Isles and France by 
Germany and the retaliatory action of 
Great Britain declaring what is prac- 
tically tantamount to a blockade of 
Germany. Accommodations for ship- 
ments from this port and rates are the 
subject of varying fixtures. Sharp ad- 
vances have been made in war risk in- 
surance to British and French ports 
and the increased dangers in the war 
zone have so much affected the export 
trade of the United States that embar- 
rassments are expected to flow from 
the policy pursued by the United States 
in efforts to furnish war risk insurance 
under governmental authority through 
the government war risk insurance bu- 
reau. Since the declaration by the 
United States-authorities of the refusal 
to furnish war risk insurance on ships 
destined to certain of the North Sea 
ports there has been issued a formal 
war risk insurance announcement cov- 
ering special ports. These include all 
ports in the United Kingdom and on 
the Continent of Europe north of Bor- 
deaux and south of Christiansand. 
Also ports on the Kattegat and (or) 
Baltic Sea and (or) adjacent waters. 
Ports on the Adriatic Sea, Black Sea, 
or Bosphorus, and the port of Smyrna. 

The ports mentioned comprise the 
present special list of ports referred to 
in the vessel form of policy to which 
vessels may not clear and proceed with- 
out special permission of the Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance at Washington. 
Applications for insurance to these 
ports must contain full particulars of 
the proposed voyage, including name of 
consignee and description of cargo as 
well as the amount of insurance.

fairest construction of the ruling of 


the Treasury Department in February, 
1914, specifically exempting from the 
classification of paragraph 49 sandal- 
wood and orris root as not of a char- 
acter in the condition as imported 
available for ready use in the manu- 


facture of perfumes and cosmetics. 
Logically, this ruling should have 
determined dutiable issues involving 


the same principle, and the unwilling- 
ness of the collector to give reason- 
able recognition to this principle in the 
gum styrax case, particularly after the 
reminder of the examiner, has im- 
posed an easily avoidable burden upon 
the importer in safeguarding his rights 
and interests. 

About the only case among the com- 
modities on which local importers 
joined issue against the unfair exten- 
sion by the customs Officials of the 
tariff paragraph covering perfumery 
and cosmetic materials which is still in 


issue is balsam Peru, all other cases 
having been determined in importers’ 
favor. Among the items which had 


been threatened with a distortion from 
an eStablished to a fictitious classifica- 
tion balsam Peru probably stands as 
the most notable instance. Importers 
rested serenely in the specification of 
paragraph nine admitting all balsams, 
including Peru, which are natural and 
uncompounded and not suitable for the 
manufacture of perfumery or 
metics, at the rate of 10 per cent, and 
it is only on the flimsiest pretext that 
this article could under paragraph 49 
be made to bear double its ‘‘eo nomine”’ 
rate.

New Process of Gasoline and Aromatic Hydro- 


carbon Distillation from Crude Petroleum. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, March 6, 1915. 
If any considerable part of the results 
believed to be possible through the 


process for the separation of gasoline and 


benzol and toluol from crude oil, which 
process has been perfected so far as 
laboratory work is concerned by Dr 


Walter F. Rittman, a petroleum chemist 


in the United States Bureau of Mines, 
there will be a remarkable revolution in 
the production of gasoline in the United 


States and the possible making independ- 


ent of this country in the production of 
high explosives and dyestuffs that are 
now made by the production of benzol 


and toluol from coal tar by the manufac- 


turing chemists of Germany. It is to be 
said in regard to this new process, how- 
ever, that it has not yet been developed 
aiong commercial lines, but the labora- 
tory results are so satisfactory as to 
raise the highest hopes and expectations 


among the conservative officials of the 
United States Bureau of Mines, which 
fact was seized upon by Secretary Frank- 


lin K. Lane of the Interior Department, 
under which department the Bureau of 
Mines operates, to make a general pub- 
lic statement on Monday last setting 
forth important claims for this method 
discovered by Dr. Rittman involving two 


chemical processes for the production of 


Snoreased quantities of gasoline from 
crude oil and also the production of ben- 
zol and toluol. 

Naturally this announcement made by 
Secretary Lane has been received by oil 
producers throughout the country with 
much interest, and the enthusiasm dis- 


played by Secretary Lane in his declara- 
tion has already had the effect to pro- 
duce a measure of reluctance among the 
department scientists and officials to fur- 
ther discussion of the technical details 
of these processes until they shall be de- 


veloped along commercial lines rather 
than as now being dependent upon lab- 
ofatory results alone. On this account 
Secretary Lane has given orders for a 


cessation of discussion by the department 
officials and scientists of these processes 
until the technical details have been 
worked out in such form as to be suit- 
able for presentation to the technical 


scientists in the oil trades of the country. 
Attention has been called for more 
than a year, in fact, nearly two years, 


to the operations of what has come to be 
known as the Burton process for the in- 
creased production of gasoline by distilla- 


tion, which process is under the control 
of the Standard Oil Company and is said 
to have resulted in an increase of 100 per 


cent. in the production of gasoline. This 
process not being open to independent re- 
finers, little is known in regard to it ex- 
cept what has come to the knowledge of 


the scientists who have studied the proc- 
ess. It is said by Dr. Rittman, im dis- 
cussing briefly the difference between the 
Burton process and the process now of- 
fered for the consideration of the people 
of the United States, as perfected by 
himself in laboratory tests, that he is in 


large degree indebted to the workings of 
the Burton process for the results he has 
secured. There is a similarity and yet 
great difference between the Burton and 
the Rittman processes. In the first place 
the Burton process understood here 
increases very largely the production of 
gasoiine, but does not produce the other 
commodities of benzol and toluol. Under 
the Rittman process it is possible by_the 
same chemical operations to produce 
even a larger quantity of gasoline from 
the crude oil than is produced by the 
Burton process, but at the same time and 
without material change in the appara- 
tus of distillation the production of ben- 
zol and toluol together with the varying 
quantities of mestilene, naphthalene, 
anthracene, etc., are possible. 

It should be stated in the consideration 
of the Rittman process that by the work- 


as 


ings of the system by Dr. Rittman un- 
der the auspices of the officials of the 
United States Bureau of Mines, this proc- 
ess, when it shall be perfected, will be- 
come the property of the people of the 
United States and open to independent 


oil operators as well as to other corpora- 
tions. This is to be accomplished by the 
taking out of a patent in the name of 
the United States, for which application 
has already been made. No patent has 
been ed and for this reason no de- 
tailed specifications of the system can be 
given at this time. It is impossible, also, 


iss 





to give anything in the way of diagram 
description of the Rittman process for 
comparison with the Burton process or 


any other system that has been suggest- 
ed for separating the constituent parts 
of crude oil. 

It is said, however, that with respect 
to the Burton process the crude oil is 
placed in a tank with the oil exposed to 
chemical change brought about at one 
time through the regulation of tempera- 
ture and pressure upon the crude oil. 

On the other hand, in the Rittman proc- 
ess no tank is employed, but instead 
only a tube containing the quantity of 
oil in the form of vapor is subjected to 
high temperature and pressure in this 
heated iron tube and the oil in the form 
of vapcr passes through this tube in 
quantities to be regulated by the opera- 
tion. In other words, by the tube system 
rather than the tank a higher tempera- 
ture and pressure is obtainable than in 
the Burton process. 

The modesty of Dr. Rittman in briefly 
referring at this time to his process in- 
duces him to say that he has the very 
highest respect for the results achieved 
by Lrs. Burton and Humphries in 


processes that have been utilized by the 


the- 


Standard Oil Company, and it is not 
claimed that the Rittman process 1s the 
last word in this development of the sep- 
aration of these constituents from crude 
oil, but it 1s believed to be the most suc- 
cessful that has been shown by labora- 
tory experiments up to this time. It is 
further believed that commercial tests on 
a large scale will demonstrate ‘*o the 
country the successful workings of this 
process which will produce many fold 
greater quantities of gasoline from crude 
oil and at the same time give the requi- 
site quantities of benzol and toluol to 
furnish the basic materials for the pro- 
duction of explosives, dyestuffs, etc., for 
which this country has been dependent 
upon the chemical plants of Germany. 
For the reason that this system has mot 
yet been tested in a commercial way no 
industrial claims are made for it by Dr. 
Rittman or the other officials of the Bu- 
reau of Mines, but they are confident that 
the enthusiastic statements made by Sec- 
retary Lane in amnouncing on behalf of 
the government this important discovery 


intended to bring about a greater sav- 
ing in the production of gasoline and 
other commodities from crude oil, will 


be fully warranted. 

The officials of the Bureau of Mines in 
giving as near a technical description of 
the Rittman process as is possible with- 


out technical diagrams and all the es- 
sential details of a scientific presenta- 
tion of the matter, assert that the Ritt- 
man process consists in the first vapor- 
izing of all the heavy oil to be acted 
upon which then passes downward 
through a metal tube where the entire 


vapor is subjected at one time to such a 
high temperature and such pressure as 
has been found to be effective in break- 
ing up the crude oil into gasoline in one 
of the processes and into the aromatic 
hydrocarbons such as benzol and toluol 
in the other. The difference, as he ex- 
plained, in the two processes consists 
solely in the character of the tempera- 
tures and pressures employed for the pro- 
duction of the two articles mentioned. 
The necessary feature of the process is 
said to be that the vapors proceed down 
through the tube and through a cooler 
where the liquids are condensed and drop 
out of the sphere of reaction, but the 
gases are still kept in the tube and con- 
tinue to exert their influence on the re- 
action to the effect that the greater the 
proportion of gases present the greater is 
the proportion of the liquid products that 
can be obtained. This is explained to be 
an application of well known principles 
of mass action, these principles being ap- 
plicable only when the entire oil treated 
is in the form of vapor, as differentiated 
from the processes now in use where only 


part of the oil is vaporized at one time 
and the conditions of temperature and 
pressure apply to liquid and gaseous 


products at the same time. 

In regard to the temperature and pres- 
sure conditions which have been found 
suitable for producing gasoline under 
this Rittman process, the temperature is 
given for thus producing gasoline at 
above 459 degrees centrifugal and above, 
and the pressure of about 90 pounds per 
square inch; whereas, with the same ap- 
paratus or process in producing larger 
percentages of benzol and toluol the pres- 
sures and temperatures used are in- 
creased up to the following figures:— 
Temperatures, 500 degrees centrifugal, 
and the pressure above 100 pounds per 
square inch. 

So far as has been 
laboratory operations in the utilization 
of this Rittman process, it is said to be 
quite possible to convert practically 80 
per cent. of the given heavy oil residue, 
containing mo gasoline whatever into 
gasoline to the extent of 8 per cent. by 
passing the oil several times through 
the apparatus. 

On the other hand, the laboratory tests 
have disciosed that when obtaining the 
aromatic hydrocarbons the yields are not 
so complete and further experimenta- 
tion will be carried on to develop knowl- 
edge as to just what proportions can be 


disclosed by the 


expected. In the meanwhile, the first 
passage of oil containing no benzol or 
toluol whatever through this apparatus 
has been made to yield 6 per cent. of 


benzol and toluol by one treatment, which 
is said to be a much larger percentage 
than is found in the coal tar now used 
as the source of such materials by the 
chemical plants of Germany and_ those 
which have operated for the manufacture 
of toluol from coal tar in this country. 
The question naturally arises as to the 


extent to which this process, when it 
shall be developed upon commercial 
lines, shall make this country independ- 


ent in the production of benzol and toluol 
from the plants of the Germam chemists. 
Theo officials of the Bureau of Mines ap- 
pear to be confident that the increased 
production of gasoline by this process is 
even more fully assured than by the Bur- 
ton process, and with respect to benzol, 
toluol and other co-related ingredients 
which are employed in the production 
of high explosives, dyestuffs, etc., the en- 
tire problem rests upen the skill with 
which American manufacturers of dye- 
stuffs, high explosives, ete., shall be able 
to use the benzol and toluol produced 
from crude oil by this Rittman process. 

In this connection attention is called to 
the fact that the benzol and toluol thus 
far obtained have come from coal tar. It 
is believed by the officials who have 
studied the Rittman process that it will 
be possible to produce by that process 
a much greater quantity of benzol and 
toluol by passing coal tar through the 
Rittman process than is now possible of 
attainment in the extraction of benzol 
and toluol from coal tar with the present 
knowu processes. In addition to this, of 
course, is the tremendous increase in the 
possible production of benzol and toluol 
from crude oil in connection with the 
production of increased cuantities of gas- 
oline which is one of the features of the 
Rittman process. 

The point is made, however, in connec- 
tion with the situation as it will be pre- 
sented in this country even with the 


Rittman process is open to the oil and 
chemical plants of this country that it 
will be necessary to develop plants on 
lines somewhat similar to those which 
have been made so effective in the pro- 
duction of these products in the chemical 
plants of Germany. In other words, there 


must be a great parent plant in which 
the benzol and toluol are produced and 
the constituent plants operated in con- 


nection with the parent industry intended 
to utilize the various ingredients which 
come through in the process of produc- 
ing benzol and toluol and which result 
in the necessary ingredients for the pro- 
duction of explosives and dyestuffs. The 
otficials of the Bureau of Mines do not 
hesitate to remark upon the great suc- 
cess that has attended the operation of 
the German chemical plants in the pro- 
duction of coal-tar products and express 
doubt that with the systems they em- 
ploy in developing high efficiency among 
employes in those plants. 

In regard to Dr. Rittman, it is said 
by the officials of the Bureau of Mines 
that he has conducted much of his lab- 
oratory investigations into this work of 
separating the ingredients of petroleum 
oils in the laboratories of the Columbia 
University in New York, and that he has 
contributed to a number of the technical 
chemical magazines, papers in which 
hints have been given at the possibilities 
of such results as he has achieved. Dr. 
Rittman will continue this work of lab- 
oratory investigations and will supple- 
ment it with commercial tests in order 
to demonstrate the efficiency of his sys- 
tem in producing gasoline, benzol and 
toluol in commercial quantities. It is 
said that Dr. Rittman made a special 
study of this subject of treatment of 
petroleum oils during his postgraduate 
work at Columbia University and that he 


published a_ valuable contribution to 
physical ‘chemistry as a thesis for his 
doctor’s degree. 

Taking advantage of this situation the 
officials of the Bureau of Mines chose 
Dr. Rittman for continuing this impor- 
tant subject and working over the 


ground already developed by him im pri- 
vate life, and with constant references 
to the resuits that have been achieved in 


other fields steadily brought the investiga- 
tions forward so that in only a few 
months after his appointment as an of- 


ficial of the Bureau of Mines he has been 
able to bring out of his old studies this 
different process for the production of 
a larger proportion of gasoline not only 
from distillates than has been accom- 
plished by others in the same field. but 
also from any kind of residue of pe- 
troleum. It is further said that the sys- 
tematic training which Dr. Rittman has 
enjoyed has enabled him to study out a 
modification of the process which makes 
the petroleum residues yield a consider- 
able percentage of these aromatic hydro- 
carbons, benzol, toluol, etc., at the same 
time bringing some gasoline. and he has 
made it evident to the officials who have 
studied his system that an unlimited sup- 
ply of these materials can be obtained 
from petroleum, and even from the less 
valuable residue left after the more de- 
sired portions of crude oil have been 
fully utilized. 

While there may be doubt in the minds 
of some people until the chemical tests 
have fully demonstrated the success of 
the Rittman process, there is a prevailing 
opinion among the officials of the Bureau 
of Mines that it is absolutely certain 





that by this process the United States 
will be rendered indenendent of fore 

Suppiies of benzol and toluol and prod- 
ucts which have been largely utilized to 
produce the smokeless powder for the 
United States, and for such foreign de- 
mands as have lately been made upon 
pawder manufacturers in this country. 
Attertion is called to the fact in this 
connection that about two years ago the 
supplies of benzol and toluol obtainable 
from domestic coal tars were found in- 
adequate for the manufacture of high 
explosives and this situatton was reme- 
died only by the purchase of a tank 
steamer cargo of toluol from Germany. 
While this supply met the requirements 
of this country for the time being. the 
information possessed by the officials of 


the Bureau of Mines is to the effect that 
the present supply of toluol is less sat- 
isfactorv than it was two years ago, and 


emphasis is laid upon the point that 
ecoal-tar oils vield a very small faction 
of benzol and even less of toluol. For 
this reason importance attaches to the 
belief entertained by the bureau officials 
that the Rittman process will yield 
from six to ten times as great a pro- 
portion of these aromatic hydrocarbons 


when petroleum residues are passed once 


only through the process that has up to 
this time been obtained from coal tar 
and that by repeating this treatment of 


the crude oil much larger proportions of 
benzol and toluol can be obtained. 

It is not surprising, in view of these 
laboratory results and the opinions enter- 
tnined as to the results to be achieved 
along commercial lines, that Dr. Ritt- 
man’s work already has brought him rec- 
ognition at the hands of the director of 
the Bureau of Mines and from Secretary 
T.ane himself, at the head of the Interior 
Department.

It 
that. while this process has only gone 
through the laboratory stage and that 
the ultimate working out of the process 
on a large scale involves the exnendi- 
ture of much time and money, already 
facts are disclosed making it evident that 
private enterprise stands ready to utilize 
this process, and this will be done 
through the plan of patenting the process 
in the name of the public and for the 
use of every citizen of the United States. 
She announcement of Dr. Rittman’s 
process has attracted keen interest in the 
absence of more definite and technical 
information than was contained in the 
regular press statement, members of the 
interested trades were not disposed to 
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comment upon the subject to specific in- 
tent. So far as the petroleum interests 
are concerned, the Burton process which 
has been in successful operation § for 
about two years in Indiana and Illinois 
refineries, is regarded as covering the 
question of a more thorough and satisfy- 
ing distillation of gasoline and the other 
volatile derivatives. All concern over a 
supply of motor fuei oil to meet the 
steadily increasing consumption has been 


dissipated since the installment of the 
Burton system. The product was first 
marketed as ‘‘motor spirits,’ but at that 
time it was used largely for traction and 
industrial purposes, owing to its odor. 


Since that time this objectionable feature 


has been overcome and “motor spirits’’ 
has been a practical substitute for gas- 
oline. Other processes based on princi- 
ples similar to that of the Burton proc- 


ess have been patented and put into serv- 
ice, but they are not believed to have 
proved of much practical value. 

So far as the claims of yielding benzol 
and toluol in commercial quantities from 
crude petroleum by the Rittman process 
are concerned, the announcement by Sec- 
retary Lane has not been found to have 
created many convincing impressions 
here. The presence of these products in 
petroleum has naturally been appre- 
ciated since the early stages of the In- 
dustry, but even under the more thorough 
treatment of crude oil and the economic 
application of all possible derivatives the 
availability of the aromatic hydrocar- 
bons has been dismissed*from practical 
consideration. The coal-tar industry is 
believed to be the logical source of these 


products on a commercial basis. 
_There has been planned a demonstra- 
tion of the Rittman process at Columbia 


University at 10 o’clock this morning. Dr. 
Rittman will be present, assisted by 
other experts. 


Cincinnati Paint Club Entertains 
President Foss.

Cincinnati, March 2, 1915. 
The March meeting of the Cincinnati 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Club, held at the 


Hotel Sinton or the evening of March 1, 
possessed unusual interest by reason of 
the fact that the guest of honor was 
President Walter D. Foss, of the Na- 
tional Paint, Oil and Varnish Associa- 
tion. In fact, the meeting was held on 
the date named, instead of on March 4, 


the regular date, on account of the visit 


of President Foss, serving to bring the 
members together to meet Mr. Foss and 
to enable the club to offer him an in- 


teresting program of combined entertain- 


ment and business. 
The occasion brought out one of the 
club's usual large attendances, fifty-two 


persons, members and guests, being pres- 


ent to enjoy the elaborate dinner pro- 
vided and to participate in the business 
affairs before the organization, as well 
as in the welcome extended to Mr. Foss, 
who was the principal speaker of the 
evening. Introduced by Ira D. Wash- 


burn, as ex-president of the national as- 
sociation, President Foss delivered an 
address full of interest on matters con- 
nected with the organization, prefacing his 
remarks by a _ special tribute to the 
strength and activity of the Cincimnati 
club. He stated that the club is fourth 
in size in the country, with a standing 
second to none when its membership is 
considered with reference to the mumber 
of business men eligible. 
President Foss expressed 
the plan to hold the conventions of the 
paint grinders, paint manufacturers and 
vainish manufacturers jointly, or, rather,

in the same city and during the same 
week. He asked the co-operation of the 
club in his desire to bring the member- 


ship of the national association up to the 
thousand mark, but stated that, after 
observing the energy with which the club 
attended to its work in this respect, he 
had little to ask of it, and that if other 
organizations were as alert in their quest 
for members his desire would easily be 
attained. 

The operations of the insurance com- 
pany connected with the trade, and of the 
credit department which is being organ- 
ized, were referred to by Mr. Foss as 
promising great practical benefits to the 
association.

their views and add their indorsements. 


The cleam-up and paint-up movement, 
which was a great success in Cincinnati 
last year, was heartily indorsed by Judge 
J. H. Bromwell, a former member of 


Congress and an honorary member of the 
club. In his address, ‘n which he urged 
that the older downtown residence dis- 
tricts of the city be given attention this 
spring, in order that they may be re- 
deemed from the neglect into which they 
have fallen and perhaps restored to some- 
thing of their former attractiveness. 

J. A. Burgett, formerly manager of the 
Cincinnati branch of Berry Bros., who re- 
cently organized the J. A. Burgett Var- 
nish Company, was present, and the rules 
were suspended in order to make him a 
member at once in his new capacity. 
This makes a total of sixty-six members, 
and as it was announced that there are 
thirty eligibles for membership not in the 
club, President Johnston’s ambition to 
bring the membership up to seventy-five 
will probably be realized.

THRE DULUTH MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Duluth, March 3, 1915. 
Comparative figures show that the 
market during the week ending to-day 
has shown but little startling activity, 
the close of to-day and a week ago 
are the same. However, there was some 
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little stir, contrary to expectations in the 
interim. The Dardanelles and the Ar- 
gentine crop both figured in the changes 
that were made. On Friday there was 
slightly lower close, because of some ur- 
gent offers to sell, owing to the threat- 
ened opening of the Dardanelles and the 
release of Russian seed. However, after 
there had been some slight decline crush- 
ers started to take the offers and there 
was some recovery. On Monday reports 
that were unfavorable to the Argentine 
crop were received and the result was a 


slight advance. However, neither the 
decline nor the advance endured. 
While there has not been much pub- 


licity about the matter, a new factor is 
not unlikely to emter into the flax situa- 
tion, and in fact into other grains as 
well. That is the matter of boats of me- 
dium tonnage being taken from the 
Great Lakes to the Atlantic coast for 
South American trade. It has just been 
learned that there are actually agents 
now visiting the principal ports of the 
Great Lakes with a view to buying 
steamers that can be taken through the 
Welland Canal to the Atlantic and put 
in the trade mentioned. There are a 
gvod many steamers of steel construc- 
tion on the lakes which can be so used, 
for with the ever-increasing size of lake 
ships in grain and ore trade the smaller 
type of ship is becoming obsolete, and 
those that remain in the trade are, for 
the most part, wild-catting. Most of the 
owners of these ships would be glad to 
dispose of them and, as they are con- 
sidered strong and seaworthy craft amd 
fitted for coastwise trade, it would not 
be surprising, vessel men believe, to see 
quite a number of them taken through 
the Welland Canal at the opening of 
navigation. These, if in numbers, would 
cut considerable figure in bringing grain 
from South America and would have a 
distinct effect on ocean carrying rates. 
Started in the graim trade, it is believed 
unquestionable that they would have a 
very depressing effect on flax and other 















grain prices. News of such ship pur- 
chases are expected at any time.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Chicago, March 4, 1915. 
Trading in flax was inactive not omly 
at Chicago, but advices from the North- 
west were of a tenor that suggested a 
very light trade in that section. The 
principal depressing influence on  busi- 
ness is the fact that linseed oil is being 
absorbed rather slowly. Crushers are un- 


willing to make purchases of seed until 
they are certain of a better outlet for 
their production of oil as well as other 
by-products. Prices ruling in the North- 


western markets held within narrow 
limits throughout the period, and the 
change for the week was slight. Specu- 


lators are without factors of importance 
at the moment that would prompt them 
to make a decided stand on either side of 
the situation and this fact has kept the 
future markets from displaying activity. 
The movement to the principal distribu- 
tive points was about as expected and, 
although it was below the total receipts 


of a like time last year, there was 
enough seed on hand to meet the de- 
mands of crushers. Industries in the 


West which are good consumers of lin- 
seed oil have been slow in starting opera- 
tions and, while the winter is not entirely 
gone and there is still time for activity 
to develop in these oil consuming indus- 
tries, the rank and file in the flax trade 
had expected the resumption of business 
on a larger scale before this time. 

Chicago crushers gave the markets of 
the Northwest practically no attention, 
as evidenced by the reported arrivals of 
seed at Chicago. During last week the 
receipts here were only 1,000 bushels, 
which quantity compares with arrivals of 
9,000 bushels the previous week and none 
for a like period last year. There were 
no shipments of flax made from Chi- 
cago, or for comparative periods. The 
belief that the amount of flax still back 
in growers’ hands of the United States is 
small has led the majority of interested 
people in Chicago, as well as in the coun- 
try, to give the Argentine movement 
considerable attention. That country has 
commenced to make shipments to Amer- 
ica and, while they have been light thus 
far, it is expected they will steadily grow 
to larger proportions.

LINSEED OIL 

Market for linseed oil displayed a 
stronger tone showed enlargement. There 
has been an improvement im inquiries 
and, while most of them failed to develop 
into actual transactions, they came from 
sources that caused handlers to look for- 
ward to good buying. These people were 
not urging their oil on buyers as freely 
as they have been of late, having de- 
veloped the idea that with mild weather 
from this time forward industries which 
have been purchasing lightly will become 
larger consumers and building operations 
will be resumed on an enlarged scale. 
Improvement in imquiries was especially 
gratifying to producers, most of the de- 
mand that has existed for some time past 
having been for single barrel lots. Prices 


ruling for large quantities were firmly 
held at 55¢c. per gallon. While the flax 
situation will cut quite a figure in the 


matter of price-making im linseed oil tn 
the long run, the action of values in the 
principal markets of this country, as well 
as in foreign marts, received little con- 
sideration during the past week. The 
changes were not pronounced at any time 
and business was rather featureless. De- 
spite the fact that the feeling prevailing 
among the larger interests in the mar- 
ket showed the improvement referred to, 
trading in futures was on a limited scale. 
There was more disposition shown to 
make contracts, but they were invariably 
made for nearby delivery, there still be- 
ing many uncertaintities which prohibited 
the trading in distant options. Favor- 
able weather fro mthe time forward 
would, it is believed, prove of great as- 
sistance to the market. Building opera- 
tions would be commenced on a large 
scale and would continue for some time, 
which would develop a demand for oil 
that crushers have long been looking for- 
ward to. The quantity held here at the 
present time is large enough to meet all 
demands for a short time, but the sup- 


ply of flax for crushing purpose will 
produce only enough oil for several 
months of normal consumption, after 


which time the situation will be governed 
largely by conditions in the foreign flax 
markets of the world.

Saturday Noon, March 6, 1915. 
Demand for paint materials has not 
broadened out to any extent and some 
manufacturers and sellers say the mar- 


ket is likely to remain comparatively 
quiet for some time yet, There has 
been a better inquiry, however, for 


some articles, and Spring requirements 
are without doubt receiving some at- 
tention, which will quicken the buying 
movement. Linseed oil was not as ac- 


tive as a week ago, but in the former 
week there were some good orders 


placed for spring needs and the mar- 
ket carried a better feeling. The other 
paint-making oils have not sold in a 
large way. Turpentine also has been 
dull and has been offered at low prices 
without stirring up much _ interest 
either here or in primary markets. The 
lead pigments are firmer, due to ad- 
vances in the metal, but are selling at 
the old prices. The zinc pigmerts are 
very strong, with the spelter market 
holding at unusually high levels. Dry 
colors are meeting with a _ scattered 
call, but no sustained demand is re- 
ported for any selections. Another lot 
of English chalk reached the market 
this week and led to hopes that fu- 
ture shipments would be more free, 
but the chalk market is still far from 
normal. Varnish gums are in poor 
demand, but the feeling among sellers 
is by no means bearish, and complaints 
are heard to the effect that shipments 
are smaller than expected, and this 
causes trouble in making contract de- 
liveries. Window glass is not up to 
normal and there is some talk about 
cutting down production so as to give 
stability to the market until such time 
as the outlet for glass improves. A 
review of the linseed oil and naval 
stores markets will be found on pages 
21 and 23, respectively. On page 12 
there is a complete report on the flax- 
seed situation. A report on alcohol 
will be found under the drug market. 
Comment on the important items in 
the paint trade follows:— 


LEAD ZINC AND PIGMENTS, 


PIG LEAD.—The market has been 
featured by two advances in price dur- 
ing the week. On Monday leading sell- 
ers reported an advance of $1 a ton 
and on Friday this was followed by a 
similar advance. The price at New 
York therefore at the close of the 
week was 3.95c. per pound. At St. 
Louis the asking price was 3.90c. per 
pound. The higher prices are said to 
have brought out a better inquiry, but 
trading was not heavy at any time. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The only change in the mar- 
ket for basic carbonate consisted in 
the firmer tone generated by the fact 
that two advances were made during 
the week in prices for pig lead. De- 
mand for the pigment has been rather 
quiet so far this year and there is no 
feature to the market from the stand- 
point of trading. Large consumers are 
taking supplies against old orders and 
there is a scattering inquiry for fresh 
stocks, but in general the market is 
described as quiet. Market quotations 
are held at 6%c. per pound for white 
lead in oil, while dry white lead is un- 
changed at 5c. per pound for carlots. 
On smaller quantities for both dry lead 
and lead in oil a graduated scale is in 
effect, the quotations increasing as the 
amount desired grows smaller. Eng- 
lish lead in oil is in moderate demand 
and prices are held at 12c. per pound. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—Leading manufacturers are 
continuing to quote large lots of basic 
sulphate at 4%c. per pound and report 
a fair movement of stocks to the con- 
suming trades, Present trading is not 
active, but there is a firm tone to the 
market owing to higher quotations for 
the metal. There has been a fair job- 
bing business on which sellers are ask- 
ing at the rate of 5c. per pound. 

RED LEAD.—Round lots of red lead 


in oil are reported to be firmly held 
at 7c. per pound and are receiving 
some attention from buyers at that 


figure. Smaller lots are bringing higher 
prices and the outlook for future trad- 
ing is said to be favorable, not because 
of any marked improvement in indus- 


trial conditions, but because this ma- 
terial has gained in favor in the last 


year and a better call for it is expected 
to develop as soon as the spring sea- 
son gets under way. Dry red lead is 
holding steady but quiet at 5%@6c. per 


pound, the range being according to 
seller. 

LITHARGE.—Some_ small lots of 
litharge are said to have changed 


hands on a basis of 5%4c. per pound. 
The quotation for round lots is main- 
tained at 5c. per pound. The various 
consuming trades are taking supplies 
on contracts, with new orders of mod- 
erate proportions. There is no feature 
to the present market and sellers say 
the situation is summed up by stating 


that demand is moderate and prices 
steady and unchanged. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Leading pro- 
ducers are reported to be making reg- 
ular. deliveries, which take seasonable 
quantities into consuming channels. 
There hag been no change in market 
prices for some months, but there is 
and has been a difference in prices, ac- 
cording to seller. Material is offered 
at 7%4c. per pound in some quarters, 
and the inside quotation of other sell- 
ers is reported to be 84c. per pound. 

SPELTER.—The spelter market has 
continued on its upward climb and at 
the close of the week market prices 
at New York were 11.25c. per pound 
for prompt shipment, though later de-

ZINCS.—The market for zincs re- 


flects the situation in spelter and the 
rapid advances in the latter have un- 
settled the market for the pigments. 
The only encouraging feature is found 
in the fact that future positions for the 
metal are below the spot market, and 
this encourages the belief that the 
present situation will not continue for 
very long. Demand for zincs is not 
heavy, but manufacturers are making 
deliveries, which entail some good- 
sized amounts. Foreign zines are of- 
fered in moderate amounts, but ar- 
rivals from abroad are below normal 
and promise to be so for some time 
to come. 
DRY COLORS. 
BLACKS. 


Demand for the various grades of 
blacks is reported to be comparatively 
quiet. The printing ink trade is said 
to have been below normal and this 
has created a quieter call for sup- 
plies from that quarter in recent weeks. 
This refers especially to carbon gas 
and lampblack. A fair call for blacks 
is said to have come from the cement 
trade. The paint trade is a moderate 
buyer, both for spot and shipments. 
Prices for blacks are holding steady 
and are quoted at:—Bone, granulated, 
24@5c.; ivory, 8@12c.; lampblack, 
3%@7c.; carbon gas, 4@6c.; mineral 
black, $18@25 per ton. 

BLUES. 

Some high grades of imported ultra- 
marine are said to have sold to the 
varnish trade at 22c. per pound. This 
is higher than is quoted for any grade 
of domestic ultramarine. Sellers of 
domestic selections report a_ slow 
market, but are delivering moderate 
lots to several consuming trades, 
among which are the paint, pottery 
and paper trades. Small lots of Ber- 
lin blue of foreign origin have gone to 
the printing ink trade. The latter is in 





small supply and prices are not free, 
though it has sold around 50c. per 
pound. The higher prices for yellow

METALLIC PAINTS.—Open quota- 
tions for metallics are being kept at 
unchanged levels and are repeated at 
$18@20 per ton for the high-grade 
browns and $14@18 per ton for reds. 
There is a moderate call for all grades, 
but consumers are interested only for 
nearby wants and are buying from 
hand to mouth. Grinders are taking 
about their usual allotments, and the 
movement of metallics in oil is said to 
be light. 

TALC.—Steady call reported fort 
imported grades of tale, and some large 
lots reported to have been im- 
ported by consumers recently. 
Demand is divided among. several 
trades, with the paint trade taking 
only small amounts. Prices for tale 
vary according to grade and quantity. 
Domestic tale is quoted at $10@18 per 
ton.

supplied and must come into the mar- 
ket very in order to replenish 
stock, and with an improvement in de- 
mand the market would be in a strong 
position owing to higher freight rates 
in importing gums. One discouraging 
feature of the market found in the 
slowness of deliveries from primary 
points. It is true that arrivals are 
reported frequently, but the amounts 
are not up to expectations. As an in- 
stance of this it was stated that a ship 
which arrived lately was supposed to 
carry a certain amount of gum and 
when it reached the local port it was 
found that it had only about one-half 
the expected amount It further 
stated that vessels now on the way are 
not carrying as much supplies as they 
were expected to. This creates delays 
in making deliveries on old contracts, 
cuts down stocks in consumers’ hands 
and prevents accumulations of stocks 
on spot. A short time ago some sellers 
who had supplies on hand were cut- 
ting the market in order to get rid of 
their holdings, but now there is a 
stronger tone to the market and fult 
prices "are asked, with some _ sellers 
predicting advances.

LINSEED OIL. 

The linseed oil market has been quiet 
but firm through the greater part of 
the week. In the first two days the 
tone was rather easy and 54c. was the 
quotation for car lots in practically 
every quarter. One sale is said to have 
been made at 53c. From Tuesday on 
there was a variation in price accord- 
ing to seller, with quotations at 54@55c. 
Towards the close of the week offers of 
54c. oil were withdrawn and be- 
came a firm price. Crushers were in 
cluding futures up to June in the spot 
quotation. The lower cake market was 
given one of the reasons for the 
firmness in oil, and it was stated that 
certain crushers had checked their ac- 
tivities because they were not any too 
well supplied with oil. Consuming de- 
mand was not as good as last week, 
and most sellers stated that the mar- 
ket was dull. Foreign oil markets 
were a little firmer this week, although 
futures at Hull have been further be- 
low the level of spot oil. It is also 
noted that the Minneapolis market is 
not maintaining the parity usually 
kept between that market and New 
York. In the middle of the week the 
quotation at Minneapolis was 54c., and 
oil was offered in New York at the 
same price.

Re- 
cently they revised this by 1,200,000 


quarters, or approximately 8,900,000 
bushels. This would make the export- 
able surplus 39,700,000 bushels. Some 
members of the trade have circulated 
an erroneous report that the Argentine 
Government had reduced the export- 


able surplus to 31,000,000 bushels. Dur- 
ing the week a private estimate was 
heard placing the Indian crop at 19,- 


000,000 bushels. It was also stated that 


Russian grains, including linseed, 
would be liberated for European mar- 
kets and these reports have indicated 
a large seed supply for Europe. Re-

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


The market for oil cake and meal 
has been dull qduring the interval, and 
while shipments have been unusually 
heavy, they were on old accounts. 
Ocean freights are holding at high 
levels and cargo room is scarce, This 
tends to reduce the net price for cake 
and meal sold for export. In addition 


the bids from foreign markets have 
been less frequent and have reached 
lower figures than were in effect a 
short time ago. There is no demand 
for anything but prompt shipment, and 
sellers are not in a position to offer 
freely for forward positions. Market 
prices are said to vary from $36 to 
$38 per ton, with real values close to 


the outside price. 


COTTONSEED OIL, 


The course of cottonseed oil prices 
was downward during the interval. 
Liquidation of moderate character had 
a depressing effect, while occasional 
sales by refiners had an additional 
weakening influence. The action of the 
lard market, combined with the uncer- 


tainty surrounding provisions and 
grain, has shaken confidence in several 
circles where contract oil is held for 


investment, and there appears to be a 
disposition to reduce holdings. The in- 
dependent attitude of consumers has 
been disappointing to sellers, and 
prospects at present do not appear en- 
couraging for any material improve- 
ment along industrial lines. The shad-

Unsettled price movements have char- 
acterized the lard market, but the close 
reveals no unusual price changes. 
Fluctuations in grain have been re- 
flected in the course of lard prices, and

placed the product in a healthier con- 
dition. The provision list in general, 
however, is weak, owing to the con- 
tinual increase of stocks in the West 
and a slow consuming demand. Middle 
West lard at the close was held at 9.70 
@9.80c., and city lard 94%@9%c. a pound. 
Lard compound was easier under the 
declining tendency of cotton oil and 
oleo-stearine. The closing quotation 
was 84@8%c, for car lots.

Foreign advices 
of less bearish caaracter and cash lard 
Liverpool sold slightly higher, although 
at that point failed to make any 
marked improvement. Outside interest in the 
trade was apathetic, while professional op- 
erations were confined to very moderate pro- 
portions. Packers were on both sides of the 
market, buying a little lard on the declines, 
but promptly switching over to the selling side 
on hard spots. A feature was the widening 
of the difference in prices of May and July 
deliveries. The May, being ‘eld in restraint 
by the steady accumulation of reserves, ad- 
vanced only 12%c. for the week, while July 
made a gain of 20c. Production of lard con- 
tinued on a liberal scale, with hog receipts 
of generous proportions and prices resting at 
near the low level of the year thus far. Re- 
ceipts of lard from the interior were 874,000 
pounds smaller than the arrivals for the pre- 
ceding week, but continued liberal at 2,021,000 
pounds, compared with receipts of 1,308,000 
pounds for the same week last year. Ship- 
ments also showed a little decrease for the 
week, but exceeded last year’s, aggregating 
7,449,000 pounds, against 10,889,000 pounds 
the foregoing week and 5,552,000 pounds tie 
same week a year ago. Export movement was 
smaller for the week, but larger than a year 
ago, aggregating 10,088,000 pounds, against 
14,789,000 pounds the previous week and 6,- 
+29,000 pounds a year ago. This week’s exports 
were 5,759,000 pounds in excess of shipments 
to foreign shores the same week last year. 
The official statement of provision stocks at 
Chicago March 1 made holdings of contract 
lard here 70,543 tierces, an increase of 22,289 
tierces over holdings a month ago. A year 
ago there were reserves here of 97,107 tierces 
of new contract lard, and 18,210 tierces of old, 
making a total of 115,317 tierces, or 44,774 
tierces more than present stocks. Liverpool 
advices made stocks of lard there on March 
1 total 21,111 tierces, or 6,421 tierces more than 
a month ago. A year ago Liverpool stocks 
of lard were 19,924 tierces, or 1,187 tierces 
smaller t3an at present writing. Two years 
ago Liverpool stocks were only 9,547 tierces. 
Local cash prices advanced with futures, and 
the close was with round lots of regular 
prime steam lard quoted at 52%c. under May, 
or at $9.77%. Small lots on selling orders were 
held at a further discount of 2%@5c. under the 
May price.

CHINA WOOD OIL.—There was a 
firmer tone to the market for wood oil 
his week. Congestion of freight is re- 


ported at all the Chinese ports, and 
the scarcity of freight room has 
pushed cargo room to higher levels. 


Some sellers of wood oil say that while 
sales have been made recently in the 
local market at 64@6%c. per pound, 
that these prices are too low because 
the oil can not be replaced for that 
amount. The inside figure quoted by 
most sellers is now 6%c. per pound, 
and on smaller lots 6%c. is asked. 
There has been no heavy buying, and 
in common with other vegetable oils, 
the market for wood oil is quiet.

COCOANUT OIL.—There was a 
steady demand for Manila and domes- 
tic grades of cocoanut oil, but foreign 
stock was neglected. During the week 
the steamer Indrasamha arrived from 
Manila with 2,500 drums, nearly all of 
which had been sold on contract. The 
British prize steamer Gibraltar, for- 
merly the German liner Schneefels, ar- 
rived from Colombo with 139 packages 
of cocoanut oil. Cables received from 


London late last week quoted spot 
Ceylon oil at £49 10s. per ton, with 
April-May shipment at £47 10s. At 


Colombo the market closed firm on a 
good demand from England, with 
prices holding at 10%@llc. per pound, 
e. i. f. New York basis, prompt and 
nearby shipment. Manila cocoanut oil 
in drums or tank cars was offered for 
spot delivery at 10%c. per pound, with 
nearby at 10%c., and April-May-June 
shipment at 10%4c. per pound. Pacific 
Coast mills quote from 9%c. to 9%Ce. 
per pound for nearby shipment, with 
distant deliveries available a shade 
under the inside figure. Prime Cochin 
oil for spot delivery closed nominally 
at 15c. per pound, with distant futures 


quoted at 114@11%c. per pound. 
Genuine Ceylon oil for spot delivery, 
in barrels, closed at lle. per pound, 


with the undertone firm. Some dealers 
held out for 11%c. Large consumers 
in the Eastern States have been the 
principal buyers of Manila cocoanut 
oil, while the West has been supplied 
by the Pacific Coast mills. American 
manufacturers are having a good deal 
of trouble in disposing of cake, stocks 
of which are very large. 

CORN OIL.—Offerings were light, 
and with the demand about equal to 


the supply prices ruled firm throughout 
the week. The refiners were the prin- 
cipal buyers. It is estimated that over 
75 per cent. of the corn oil produced 
is now taken by refiners. At times in- 
dependent operators put through sales 
a shade higher than the regular mar- 
ket basis. Leading handlers quote 
crude corn oil at $6.26 per 100 pounds 
in barrels and $5.81 in tanks. Refinel 
corn oil was steady, despite the weak- 
ness in cottonseed oil. The price was 
unchanged at $7.25 per 100 pounds, in 
barrels, for car lots.

RAPESEED OIL.—Stocks on hand 
were small and prices for both the Fre- 
fined and blown ruled firm at the re- 
cent advance. There was a _ fair 
demand, but lack of supplits restricted 
trading. The shipping situation has 
not improved any, and as importers 
have much “red tape’’ to contend with 
in order to obtain license for the re- 
lease of their goods from England, the 
hear future of the market is not en- 
eouraging to consumers. Hull quoted 
refined rape oil at £41 per ton, with 
blown at £41 5s., prompt shipment. 
Sellers here quote both the refined and 
blown oil at 85@90c. per gallon. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—A fair business 
was done for spot and forward ship- 
ment on the basis of 6%4c. per pound, 
in barrels. Soapmakers were the prin- 
cipal buyers, but miscellaneous con- 
sumers also were in evidence. With 
competing oils higher, first hands were 
not pressing their holdings on the mar- 
ket, and up to the close 6%c. for oil in 
barrels was a firm quotation. On tank- 
ear business 6c. could have been done. 
Stocks of soya beans in the Far East 
are heavy, but as England has mads 
some large purchases prices have 
steadied of late. 

Advices from Mukden under date of 
January 23 report the soya bean situa- 
tion as follows:— 

The soya bean crop of 
amounted to some 1,200,000 
approximated 1,150,000 tons in 1914; of this 
production, 639,200 tons in 1913 and 603,548 
tons in 1914 were transported by rail to South 
Manchurian seaports. Of the beans exported, 
150,000 tons went to Europe, 70,000 tons to 
Japan, and 80,000 tons to South China. sean 
cake, the total production of which was 800,000 
tons, was shipped mainly to Japan (500,000 
tons), and South China (200,000 tons). Of the 
70,000 tons of bean oil produced last year, 
10,000 tons went to America, 10,000 tons to 
Europe, and 500 tons to Viadivostok,. all being 
transshipped via Japan. Japan itself took 15,- 
000 tons and South China 10,000 tons. Since 
the war the exportation of all these products 
has been reduced, but local mills continue 
working at their full capacity.

EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW. 


(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 

Pittsburgh, March 4, 1915. 
A review of the high grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising South- 
ern New York, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Southeastern, Central and North-

under lease in the Big Sandy Valley near the 
West Virginia-Kentucky line upon which rent- 
als are being paid, and as soon conditions 
change the owners feel it is cheaper to test 
the territory than to pay the rentals. Much 
territory is held in reserve in other sections 
of the high grade fields, especially in Indiana 
and Kentucky, and as soon as prices of oil at 
the wells show an advance there will be some 
active wildcat work. This will hardly come 
about until the flush production has been 
worked off in the Cushing field in Oklahoma, 
and then things will brighten up, unless other 
gusher pools are developed to take the place 
of the Cushing pool. 

East of the Mississippi River 
ary 444 wells were finished, 
gas wells and 93 were dry holes, leaving 218 
oil producing wells with a new production of 
3,386 barrels.

Pennsylvania Fields. 


The most important attraction in the South- 
ern New York-Pennsylvania fields during the 
week was the drilling in of a 50-barrel pumper 
by the Phillips Gas and Oil Company. On the 
Stottler tract, in Allegheny county, and near 
Unity, in Plum township. This is old gas ter- 
ritory which was drilled years ago, but by the 
drilling a trifle deeper oil was found, and some 
new work will no doubt start now that the 
way is open for deeper drilling. There are 
about a half dozen new wells already starting 
in the field. 

In Beaver county, near Kendall, the test 
well of Bowden & Co., on the Langfitt heirs 
tract, is showing for a very light pumper. In 
Allegheny county, in the old Brush Creek field, 
the Mars Gas Company's No. 2 well on the 
Billy Perry tract is a light gas producer. 

In Lawrence county, near Bessemer, and only 


a little over a mile from Lowellville, parties 
from Pittsburgh drilled a test to a depth of 
3,300 feet, where a good volume of gas was 


discovered, 


with a rock pressure of about 350 
pounds. 


This well may lead up to the finding 
of gas in an altogether new sand. Many are 
of the opinion that the gas was struck in 
the Clinton sand. In the Bessemer pool the 
Lawson Oil Company’s No. 6, on the McWil- 
liams tract, was dry, while the Combination 
Oil Company’s No. 20, Pasen tract, shows very 
light. 

In Allegheny county, near Noblestown, 
South Penn Oil Company's No. 20, on 
Elliott tract, is a small producer, and this 
same company’s No. 19, Gormley tract, is also 
very light. In Greene county, near Hookston, 
Laughlin, Mathiot & Co.’s well on the Nelson 
tract shows very light. E. A. Freshwater & 
Co. drilled another very light well on the 
Blackwell heirs tract, near Georgetown, in the 
same county.

West Virginia Fields, 
Leageholders in the Cabin Creek 
Kanawha county, West Virginia, are anxiously 
awaiting results from the wel now drilling 
by the Columbus Producing Company, as much 
depends upon them as to the outcome of the 
field that looks to be the one best bet in the 
Little Mountain State at this time. Should 
both wells prove paying producers then some 
additional work will be started. The Columbus 
Producing Company holds about all the terri- 
tory for miles around its producing well. 

Excitement in oil circles is centered in the 
territory within what is known as the Spencer 
district, in Roane county, and most of the 
work is confined t own lot drilling in Spencer, 
the county seat. The territory has been proved 
to be very spotted, as dry holes have been 
drilled but a short distance from, good produc- 
ing wells, and it is estimated that little money 
will be made in the pool on account of the 
close drilling of town lots. The first few wells 
may stand a chance, but as soon as additional 
wells are drilled they will show a heavy strain 
upon the producing fonmation with results that 
the territory will be drained within short order. 

The developments in the Birch district, Brax- 
ton county, which is also a town lot develop- 
ment in Rosedale, are not making as good a 
showing as it did some time ago, and very few 
operators will realize upon their investments. 
The territory is cheap to operate on account 
of the shallow depth which makes it the more 
active. The shallow sand districts are at- 
tracting more attention any other, and 
gome new work is starting in Wood, Wirt, 
Doddridge, Ritchie and Pleasants counties, 
while work in the deeper sand fields of Harri-

The real ex- 
citement is located in what is known as the 
Cleveland district, in the northern part of the 
State, near Lake Erie, where gas well after 
gas well is being drilled in by the companies 
organized there for the purpose of drilling for 


gas. The Cleveland field is one of the richest 
gas propositions in the country, but the close 
drilling of wells is sure to exhaust the great 
supply within a very short time if the active 
drilling campaign is maintained. During the 
past year or so close to 500 wells have been 
drilled in and around Cleveland, West Park 
and Lakewood, all suburbs. Some oil has been 
found but not in quantities to cause any un- 
usual excitement among oil men, as the terri- 
tory is of the deep sand kind and expensive 
to operate. The coming spring will see some 
work in advance of the city, especially to the 
southwest and southeast, where the prospects 


are favorable for better oil wells than right in 
the city limits. The coming few months will 
give the outer edges a more thorough test, 
and if good will be a point of great interest 
during the summer season. 

In the Cleveland, Lakewood 
districts, in Cuyahoga county, the week shows 
that eight large gas wells ranging from l1,- 
000,000 to 10,000,000 cubic feet of natural gas 
a day were drilled in. Five good gas wells 
were drilled in the Ashland district, in Ash- 
land county; three good gas wells in the 
Wooster district, in Wayne county, and two 
good gas wells in Vinton county. 

In Hocking county, Green district, the Price 
Farm Oil Company’s No. 1, Mary Linton tract,

The export situation has been sub- 
jected to new complications, and the 
Standard Oil Tanker Platuria, bound 
from Philadelphia for Sweden with il- 
luminating oil, has been detained at 
Kirkwall, Scotland, by order of the 
British Admiralty officials pending an 
investigation. This is the second occa- 
sion on which the Platuria has been 
involved in war strictures. Her first 
seizure on October by the British was 
construed as a test of the right to 
transfer her registry from German to 
American after the war had com- 
menced, but the British authorities did 
not press this point, and the vessel 
was released in November, apparently 
on the satisfaction by the British that 
she was destined to a neutral port with 
a cargo for neutral consumption. 

The week’s operations in the Eastern 
fields have been attended with more 
favorable resuits as to completions, 
chiefly as result of the better weather 
conditions. Further improvement in 
the crude market is awaited to encour- 
age drilling on a generally active scale 
by spring. West Virginia, Southeast- 
ern Ohio, and Illinois scored the great- 
est number of increases in completions, 
while West Virginia and Illinois were 
the only ones to register gains in new 
production. The current summary 
shows 144 completions, 1,585 barrels of 
new daily production, and seventy-six 
dry holes, as against 109 completions, 
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2,075 barrels of new daily production, 
and fifty-one dry holes for the former 
week. Kanawha county, West Vir- 
ginia, has forged sharply to the lead of 
the most prolific source of production 
in the high grade fields. One of the 
wells was reported to have produced a 
little more than 400 barrels the first 
twenty-four hours, while another well 
was credited with starting at 260 bar- 
rels. Both completions are in the Weir 
sand development of the Blue Creek 
field and are calculated to result in 
keener drilling in the neighborhood. A 
block of leases aggregating 22,000 acres 
is reported to have been taken up near 
Grafton, Louis county, West Virginia, 
and the holder has expressed his in- 
tention of testing his holding under 
more favorable weather conditions. 
The territory is said to be practically 
new, with fair chances of representing 
a pool. A wildcat test six miles north 
of Bessemer, Lawrence county, Penn- 
sylvania, was reported to have devel- 
oped a strong gas pressure at 3,300 feet, 
probably from the Clinton sand. 

The best returns of the Southeastern 
Ohio fields for the week have been in 
Hocking county, two of the three com- 
pletions starting at a daily total of 150 
barrels. There was a heavy loss in the 
new production record of Northwestern 
Ohio during the week. The best com- 
pletions were in Wood county, one 
coming in 150 barrels and the other 
seventy-five barrels. There was a 
slump in the week’s operations in In- 
diana; the Sullivan district contributed 
a forty-five-barrel well, while a five- 
barrel producer was drilled in the Mun- 
cie district. There is little chance for 
any improvement in returns from the 
Sullivan district, as the field is be- 
lieved to have been well defined. 

The only development of particular 
interest in the Kentucky field has been 
a fifty-barrel strike in Wayne county 
in the shallow Griffin pool, but several 
hundred feet away from the well which 
showed a much more averaged yield. 
General field work in Kentucky is 
backward. The feature of the week's 
return from Illinois was a 170-barrel 
deep sand completion in Lawrence 
county. 

A featuring event of the Gulf Coast 
fields during the week has been the 
successful test of a wildcat in William- 
son county, Texas; when first drilled in 
the well started to flow at the rate of 
480 barrels a day, but showed a weak- 
ening tendency until it produced sev- 
enty-five barrels, when it was shut in. 
The oil is 41° gravity and is light green 
in color. General returns from’ the 
Gulf Coast fields for the week were 
light, particularly as to new produc- 
tion. Sour Lake presented the only 
creditable wells, two of the completions 
had a daily total of 550 barrels. 

In the Northern Louisiana division 
results were much more favorable, the 
greatest gain being in new production. 
In the Red River parish the featuring 
strike was a well starting at the rate

A dis- 
tinctive feature of the new process 15 
the claim that it is capable of separat- 
ing benzol, toluol and co-related dis- 
tillates in larger quantities than by the 
usual methods of coal-tar distillation. 
The subject has been treated with 
fuller detail in the news columns, as 
well as editorially. There has been 
little of new interest in the general 
market conditions. The demand for 
motor fuel has been stimulated by the 
more favorable weather, but with sup- 
plies pressing freely upon the mar- 
ket, the keenness of competition has 
been unabated and quotations remain 
of the same nominal character.

The past week has been featureless in the 
mid-continent field, so far as sensationa] de- 


velopments have been concerned. There 
have been ‘no exceptional wells drilled in, 
the market has remained unchanged, and 


the Oklahoma Legislature has not disturbed 
the atmosphere much during the past week. 
It has been expected by producers that the 
price of crude would go to 35 cents and pos- 
sibly to 30 cents, but in spite of the fact pro- 
ducers are selling independently, the Prairie 
continues to quote 40 cents, and it is to be 
hoped it will remain steady there, 

The price of refined products has been slump- 
ing. The Standard Oil Company at Neo- 
desha made two cuts in the market in quick 
succession, and 60-61 gasoline is now selling 


senerally at 6 cents. Kansas and burning 
oil or kerosene is quoted by the Standard 
at 1% cents, but there have been sales as 
low as 1 cent net at the refinery. The mar- 


ket is demoralized. One refinery is reported 





to be offering gasoline at 5 cents. It is 
claimed it is this under-the-market selling 
that has caused the Standard from time to 
time to reduce its quotations. The jobber 
does not relish the thought of further 
drastic cuts in prices. It was al] right so 
long as there was room for a margin of 
profit to him, but the price is getting so 
low he must suffer with the refiner. Just 


now there is considerable gasoline in storage 
in the field. It has been accumulating the 
past month. There is a vast amount of 
kerosene, and it is impossible to make gaso- 
line without increasing the oversupply of 
kerosene.

Most of that going on is for gas, 


and some fine wells are reported, A big 
gas well has just been drilled in near 
Wichita. It registers 30,000,000 cubic feet 


a day and is a surprise on that side of the 
flint hills. They are going to keep on drill- 
ing beyond the flint hills until they open up 
a big tield, as was predicted a year ago in 
these columns. The stuff is there some- 
where—there are too many earmarks and in- 
dications for there not to be more than has 
yet been found. Some of the big operators 
of the field gre getting in there now and

Through the efforts of Colonel Newell, 
of the Millikin Refining Company, the Okla-

“Except those whose business is of such a 
nature and extent that the conduct thereof 
is not a matter of public consequence or the 
public has no need therein.” 

Still there are a number of proposed bills 
stil] pending that threaten many annoyances 
if passed. They are telling a good joke on 
Senator Davidson, chairman of the Oil and 
Gas Committee in the Oklahoma Senate. 
He was the father and sponsor of the gas 
“constipation” bill, as it is known in the 
field. ‘This bill provides that when gas is 
discovered in a drilling well it cannot be 
drilled on to the oil sand and permit the 
gas to be wasted. Maybe it was a freak of 
fate that the first wel] to be reported the 
next morning after the passage of this law 
was one in which Senator Davidson is inter- 
ested, down in the Bixby pool, which in- 
terest he secured in payment for legal ser- 
vices. When the sand was tapped the well 
showed 15,000,000 feet of gas, but the drill- 
ers let the gas flow and drilled the well into 
the oil sand, just as everyone else has been 
doing in this field, but which is now illegal. 

Work on the construction of 160 miles of 
eight-inch pipe line in the name of the Mc- 
Man Oil Company, from Cushing to Adding- 
ton, to connect with the Magnolia pile line, 
is being pushed vigorously, and it is hoped 
to have the same completed this month. 
Six hundred men are now at work on the 
line. The Prairie is also pushing work on 
its loops and new mains to give larger out- 
let to the Cushing pool, and it is expected 
to have all this new work finished by May 
1. The Ponca Refining Company is laying 
its hew line from Cushing to Ponca City 
as far as possible with bad weather the past 
two weeks.

One of the most amusing events of the 
past week was the announcement of the 
government that it will require settlement 
for all Indian royalty oil on a basis of 55 
cents a barrel, except at Healdton, and for 
Healdton oil 50 cents a barrel. The Secre- 
tary of the Interior has ordered all lessees 
to pay at the rate of 55 cents, and if this 
price is found to be too high the over- 
charge will be refunded. Just at this time, 
when so many operators in the field are 
practically broke, it is interesting to know 
how the department will proceed to col- 
lect.

The Samoset Oil Company, composed of Scot- 
tish capital, has completed its No. 5 well in 
the river bed in 8-18-7, and it is credited with 
3,000 barrels the first twenty-four hours.

With production practically at a standstill, 
there is a surprising amount of field work in 
progress in the Healdton district, and some 
fairly good wells are being reported.

The Thoma Oil Company, which owns a pipe 
line from the field to Ringling Station, is said 
to be shipping three to five tank cars of oil a 
day, its chief difficulty being to get tanks to 
transport oil to meet its demand. 

The Healdton Oil and Gas Company having 
made a contract to dispose of same oil on its 
line in 31-3-3, opened up its well and it made 
1,600 barrels a day. It has been shut in for 
some days. This is an indication of the caliber 
of the wells in this pool. 

There is no doubt but Healdton is going to 
prove a great factor in the fuel market as soon 
as conditions become satisfactory. It is near 
the border of Texas, and Texas is one of the 
largest markets for fuel oil in the country, 
there being practically no coal in that State, 
and a good price can be paid for fuel oil and 
still money saved over coal hauled from a dis- 
tance.

Kinkade & Fox are preparing to drill a num- 
ber of test wells on 3,000 acres of leases they 
hold near the town of Healdton. 





There is considerable discussion as to the 
value of Healdton crude as compared with 
Cushing oil. Cushing crude is good for the 


manufacture of gasoline and practically useless 
for other petroleum products, while Healdton 
erude is valuable almost entirely as a fuel 
product. There is a vast difference between 
the price of fuel oil and gasoline. Fuel oil 1s 
now selling for about 30 cents a barrel and 
gasoline for 6 cents a gallon, yet the govern- 
ment insists that there is only 5 cents differ- 
ence a barrel in the value of these two oils. 
The pipe lines contend there is a much greater 
difference than this, and this fact probably 
explains why so small an amount of Healdton 
oil is moving. It will become far more attrac- 
tive, however, if a market can be created for 
it at about 60 cents to 65 cents a barrel. 


In the Muskogee District. 


One of the most active parts of the mid-con- 
tinent field at the present time so far as drill- 
ing operations are concerned is what is known 
as the Muskogee field. The pool was discov- 
ered recently by E. C. Robinson in 19-15-18. 
Tere have been quite a number of disappoint- 
ments in the district, however the past week 
or two quite a number of dry holes having 
been drilled in. 

The question now is where the pay streak 
in this pool extends and how wide it is going 
to prove. The territory so far has been a dis- 
appointment; yet wells are being drilled in all 
directions and if there is any rich spot to be 
discovered ‘it will not remain hidden long. A 
large number of wells are nearing completion 
and should determine very largely the future 
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of the field within tue next week or two. In 
spite of these failures other wells are started 
daily. 

Robinson and others drilled their No. 1 on 
the J. Mocker in 19-15-18 and found the sand 
at 1,246 feet, but the well is good for only 
about fifteen barrels a day. 

W. L. Ransom drilled in a well on the John 
Brunner in 23-15-17, shot it 1,193 feet, and has 
a small twenty-barrel pumper.

Saturday Noon, March 6, 1915. 

Specialties are in active request and 
a considerable amount of miscellane- 
ous business has been placed during 
the interval. Round lots are not 
prompting unusual attention, and the 
movement is slow and devoid of par- 
ticular feature. Shipments against 
old orders are reported fair in many 
lines, but according to the views of 
several distributors the general con- 
tract movement does not compare 
favorably with that of last year at 
this time. Export demand is satis- 
factory, but tonnage to the Continent 
is so scarce that business is being 
restricted. Mexico, the West Indies 
and South American countries ore 
getting chemical supplies, and _ busi- 
ness in this direction is reported satis- 
factory for acids and sodas. The re- 
cent advance in the local bleaching 
powder market has been sustained, 
regardless of the desultory character 
of trading. Oxalic acid supplies have 
been reduced in local hands and spot 
prices have advanced. Chloride of 
barium has declined sharply under in- 
creased offerings. Carbonate of cop- 
per has advanced one-half cent a 
pound under the strength of the metal, 
and the’ minimum price is now l4e. 
Chlorate of potash remains very 
scarce on spot. Carbonate of potash 
has been subjected to irregular price 
changes, due to the laws of supply 
and demand. Caustic potash is scarce 
on spot, and higher prices have been 
registered. Muriate of potash is in 
limited supply, especially the high 
grades, and the local market is 
nominal. White arsenic is moving 
quietly, with prices about steady. The 
Geological Survey states that in 1876 
Wwe produced no arsenious oxide, no 
bismuth and no calcium chloride; in 
1913 the per capita production of ar- 
senius oxide was 350 grains; of bis- 
muth 11 grains, and of calcium 
chloride 6 ounces. Copper sulphate 
has advanced another quarter cent 
per pound under the influence of metal 
prices. Below is a detailed market 
report of the principal items of 
chemical interest, also a summary of 
the London, Liverpool and Philadel- 
phia chemical markets. 


HEAVY CHEMICALS, 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Quiet 
trade conditions are generally reported 
in this market. Small additional lots 
are said to be in moderate request 
for nearby delivery, but there is little 
doing in a large way, either on spot 
or for forward shipment. Sellers 
cuote ic. for bulk in car lots and 1sl0c. 
for kegs f. o. b. works. A premium 
of 1-5c. is exacted on all deliveries in 
this section, less the usual discount 
terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The ad- 
vance recorded in our previous report 
has been sustained, and the market, 
while quiet, retains a firm tone. For- 
eign offerings on spot have been 
greatly reduced and there is’ very 
little reselling at the present time. 
Shipments against old orders to the 
paper trade are reported fair, but 
additional inquiry is light all around. 
Spot is held at 1%c. a pound. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—A fair inquiry for 
shipment to miscellaneous foreign 
ports continues, but domestic demand 
is slow, and the undertone of the 
market is easier. Contracts are quoted 
at 1.40@1.50c. on the basis of 60 per 
cent. for the 70@76 per cent. and 60 
per cent. at the usual 10c. per 100 
pounds advance f. o. b. makers’ works; 
less than car lots are quoted at 10c. 
per 100 pounds, basis of 60 per cent., 
over car lot prices; powdered 76 per 
cent. is held at 2@2'%c., according to 
quantity and seller. 

SALT CAKE.—Business is progress- 
ing along quiet lines, and aside from 
a moderate movement on old orders 
there is little trading of importance 
to note. Contracts for salt cake are 
held at 55c. per 100 pounds for bulk 
shipments in car lots.

» to sulphur, the Survey offi- 
make the following statement:— 
it is only since the beginning of the present 
century that the production of sulphur in the 
United States has had any significant influence 
on the trade, but the domestic product has now 
virtually supplanted Sicilian sulphur in the 
markets of this country. In 1876 the per capita 
production of sulphur in the United States was 
140 grains, or less than one-third of an ounce, 
In 1913 it was 50,000 grains, of 744 pounds, 
The production of pyrite—used in the manu- 
facture of sulphuric acid—has increased from 
1 ounce per capital in 1876 to 125 ounces in 
1913; In 1876 the United States produced no 
sulphuric acid except from pyrite and im- 
ported sulphur, The sulphurie acid recovered 
as a by-product at the smelters of the United 
States in 1913 was 13 pounds per capita, 

CARBONATE OF POTASH.—The 
carbonate calcined 96@98c. per cent. 
grade has been advanced 2c. a pound. 
Hydrated 80@85 per cent. has declined 
%c. a pound, and low grade calcined 
has remained unchanged. Holdings 
are limited and the market is gov- 
erned entirely by supply and demand.

Manifestly nothing has been done to advance 
the character of the gum in question, except 
to remove the impurities therefrom. The mer- 
chandise as imported is crude gum, notwith- 
standing the elimination of the impurities, but 
While such gums were entitled to free entry 
under the tariff acts of 1897 and 1909, they are 
now subject to duty at the rate of 10 per cent 
ad valorem under paragraph 9 of the tariff act 
of 1913, they having been transferred, in the 
revision of that year, from the free list to the 
dutiable schedule. 

The protest claim for duty at the rate of 16 
per cent. ad valorem is therefore sustained, 
the collector's decision being reversed accord- 
ingly.

Saturday Noon, March 6, 1915. 


Among the important developments 
of the week in the market for fertilizer 
materials was the announcement that 
shipments of kainit would not be made 
from Germany, as had been reported in 
the preceding week. This makes it 
fairly positive that potash supplies are 
not to be increased for the present sea- 
son, and the trade must get along with 
the stocks on hand. There is some in- 
quiry for muriate of potatsh, but this 
comes from the chemical and not from 
the fertilizer trade. Nitrate of soda is 
firmer and prices were higher than last 
week. The plan by which the Chilean 
Government is to advance money to 
take care of the stocks held in Chile 
has received much attention, and this, 
if carried out, may steady prices for 
the future. Demand for fertilizer ma- 
terials generally considered is not ac- 
tive. The animal ammoniates were a 
little easier, with sellers at large pro- 
ducing points willing to concede to 
buyers on prompt shipments, but firm 
with regard to later position For re- 
ports of the Baltimore, Chicago and 
Atlanta fertilizer markets refer to in- 
dex on page 23. Detailed reports on 
the separate articles of the local mar- 
ket follow: 

NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS, 

CYANAMID.—Leading sellers of cy- 
anamid have made no change in asking 
prices and continue to quote prompt 
shipments at $2.20 per unit c. a. f. 
New York. It is also intimated ehat 
contracts covering distant positions 
could be placed at the same figure, 
but there is not much interest shown 
by consumers in futures. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Inquiry for blood and tankage 
was not active this week and sellers 
stated that no sustained buying move- 
ment can be reported. The market also 
did not seem so firm in price and in 
many quarters slight concessions were 
viven over the figures asked a week 
ago. Dried blood was quoted at $2.60 
and high-grade tankage at $2.42% and 
10. These quotations are for prompt 
shipments f. o. b. Chicago. In the 
London market it is stated that in 
blood and tankage there is next to 
nothing doing, and no quotations of 
any value can be given at the mo- 
ment. The bulk of recent imports were 
delivered against contracts, and any 
parcels of River Plate, Egyptian or 
other blood, and also tankage arriv- 
ing unsold, would be promptly snappea 
up at good figures. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—wWitrate of 
soda has been gaining in strength in 
recent weeks and market prices were 
again higher this week. There were 
reports of sales at $2.15, but at the 
close of the week sellers were holding 
spot and prompt material at $2.20 per 
100 pounds, though delivery over the 
second half of the year could be had ar 
a little lower than the figure for 
prompt. There is but little improve- 
ment in the situation on the West 
Coast. In spite of the demoralized con- 
dition of the industry many plants 
continue in operation and the output 
in January was reported at 94,700 tons, 
as against 110,000 tons in December. 
This shows that it will require a good 
export movement to reduce stocks at 
primary points, and on February 1, 
stocks were reported at 1,100,000 tons, 
as compared with 490,000 tons on Feb- 
ruary 1 last year. With Germany and 
other large consuming countries unable 
to take stocks it is plain that the out- 
look for high prices for nitrate are 
not favorable. High ocean freights 
are factors in fixing prices at consum- 
ing points and have steadied the quo- 
tations of domestic sellers. Insurance 
also has been high and added to trans- 
portation costs. It was reported here 
during the week that the steamer Ra- 
nongua had been seized by French 
warships while on the way to Venice 
with a cargo of nitrate. One of the 
factors which has received considerable 


atiention of late had to do with the 
report that the Chilean Government 
would finance the stocks now held in 


that country to prevent a further 
slump in valu it is now reported 
that a mé¢ 1 is under way which 
proposes that overnment advance 
$7,500,000 for t) rpose of aiding the 
nitrate indust: 

SULPHATE AMMONTIA.—Stocks 
of sulphate of ammonia in sellers’ 
hands are reported to be comparatively 
small, and the market is somewhat 
unsettled. Demand has been good, and 
recent offerings of domestic and for- 
eign grades have been readily ab- 
sorbed. There was a lull in trading 
this week, however, and sellers are 
not finding demand keen enough to es- 
tablish a high level of prices, but, cn 
the other hand, the scarcity of offer- 
ings prevents any weakness, and 
prompt sulphate was quoted at $3.15 


per 100 pounds during the week. This 
price is hardly firm, and real values 
are said to be around $3.05 per 100 
pounds, German sulphate has _ not 
been in evidence for some time, and 
Inglish grades are meeting with no 
opposition to speak of from other out- 
side producers. In Great Britain 
prices are firm and sellers are hopeful 
for a good demand at better prices. 
English shipments in January were 
less than those of a year ago, but this 
may largely be attributed to the fall- 
ing off in exports to Japan, and the 
latter country is now expected to prove 
a heavy buyer, so that the situation is 
firm with an export outlet better than 
normal. Ocean freights and scarcity 
of cargo room have a strengthening 
effect on most markets. 
PHOSPHATES, 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—There is a 
difference in reports regarding activity 
in the markets for acid phosphates. 
Fairly normal conditions are reported 
in the North, but Southern consumers 
are operating in a quiet way, and in 
general trading has not been active. 
Stocks are fairly large, although pro- 
duction in some quarters is said to 
have been on a reduced scale. Market 
quotations are held at 45@50c. per unit. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK. — The acid 
plants have not proved to be heavy 
buyers of phosphate rock, and _ the 
market has been in a quiet position 
for some time. Shipments of rock 
have shown improvement in volume 
since the first of the year, but have 
failed to reach a level where they can 
be classed as normal. Export trade 
no doubt has much to do with the loss 
in shipments from the plants, for the 
amount sent to foreign ports has been 
considerably lessened. There has been 
inquiry for export, however, and some 
sellers are said to be in a position to 
make shipments in spite of the scarc- 
ity of shipping room. Prices for 
phosphate rock are:—Florida land 
pebble, $2.75@3.25 f, o. b. Port Tampa; 
South Carolina kiln dried, $3.50@3.75 f. 
o. b. Ashley River; Florida high-grade 
rock, 77 per cent., $5@6.25 f. 0. b. Flor- 
ida ports; Tennessee rock, 70@80 per 
cent., $5@5.50 f. o. b. Mount Pleasant; 
75 per cent. guaranteed, $4@5, and 68 
@i2 per cent., $4.25@4.50. 

POTASH SALTS, 

The feature of the week was the de- 
nial of the former report that ship- 
ments of kainit would be made from 
Germany. The report that Germany 
would permit shipments of kainit was 
received at Washington last week and 
caused favorable comment in the fer- 
tilizer trade, as this promised a fuller 
supply of potash, even though the 
higher grades would be lacking. Rep- 
resentatives of the German syndicate 
state, however, that there is no like- 
lihood of shipments of kainit from 
Germany, so the situation is not im- 
proved, as far as supplies for this 
country are concerned. There is prac- 
tically no demand for kainit in the 
present market, and there is no fixed 
market price, since first hands are 
not able to make deliveries. Dealers 
who have material on hand are asking 
What they can get, but the only busi- 
ness reported this week in the local 
market was in muriate of potash. The 
latter is not selling at a fixed price 
and it is impossible to quote a figure 
with the assurance that a buyer can 
enter the market and take on stocks 
at that price. An idea of values in 
the local market may be gained from 
the fact that at the beginning of the 
week 400 tons of muriate sold at $104. 
Later smaller lots changed hands at 
$107@108 per ton. As the week wore 
on sellers had less to offer and were 
firmer in their prices. Towards the 
close of the week holders quoted $120 
122.50, and on a firm bid this might 
be better, for one lot of 200 tons is 
reported to have sold at $118. On 
single ton lots’ sellers were asking 
$125. A report from Savannah Says 
that the Robt. M. Thompson arrived 
there last week with 2,507 tons of mu- 
riate of potash on board.

supplied or prices were too high. They believe 
that the purchasing that might have been done 
has only been postponed and the demand that 
failed to materialize in the last six days will 
be in evidence later. There were no signs of 
weakening on the part of holders of desirable 
quantities of dried blood and tankage. Some 
of the smaller producers accepted bids for 
small ton lots of tankage at slightly under the 
full market price because the bids came in at a 
favorable time and favorable shipping direc- 
tions were available, but the big producers 
were firmly entrenched at $2.45 and 10 f. o. b. 
Chicago for ground tankage and $2.65 Chicago 
for dried blood and no orders could be placed 
with them unless the bid met their selling 
price. 

According to prominent brokers the week of- 
fered an exceptional opportunity for any one 
in need of blood and tankage to provide for 
known requirements for the reason that buyers 
were willing to book unlimited orders at the 
prices quoted, which they have not been ready 
to do previous to this week and are not likely 
to do again if the demand during the next 
few weeks comes up to expectations. Steamed 
bone, the one commodity above all others that 
is being sought after by wheat growers, con- 
tinued to show a strony upward tendency and 
made further gains in value. Concentrated 
tankage and cottonseed oil, however, exhibited 
a little weakness and closed a trifle lower than 
a week ago. The recessions made by the lat- 
ter commodities were classified as natural re- 
actions from the rapid advance made in pre- 
vious weeks, however, and the trade generally 
did not expect their value to continue on a 
downward trend. 

GROUND HIGH-GRADE TANKAGE.—There 
was a small sale of ground high-grade tankage 
reported made at Chicago this week on a basis 
of $2.42% and 10, but the purchase of this, 
lot was cleverly executed by one of the best 
posted buyers in the business; no other lots 
were available at the price at the close of the 
week, and the selling figure given out by pro- 
ducers generally was $2.45 and 10 f. o. hb, 
Chicago, This latter quotation was the same 
as given a week ago, and indicated that the 
market was practically unchanged for the 
week. Business booked during the last six 
days was less voluminous than that closed 
during the preceding like period, but the fall- 
ing off was attributed to unfavorable weather 
conditions in the South rather than to any 
legitimate market condition here, 

Concentrated tankage sold late in the week 
$2.50 f. o. b, Chicago, showing a decline of 
from the previous sale. Not much stock 
was offered and the market closed firm at the 
reduced price. 

Ground steamed bone sold at $22 a ton f. o, b. 
Chicago, making a new high price for the 
present season. This commodity is wanted by 
farmers in the wheat-growing sections, and 
although it has already advanced from $18 a 
ton producers believe a still high figure will 
be available before the season comes to a 
close. 

GROUND DRIED BLOOD.—Market is steady 
at $2.65 f. o. b. Chicago for ground dried blood 
for immediate delivery. Business has been 
rather quiet for the last two weeks, but pro- 
ducers are showing no inclination to shade 
values and there is no special pressure to sell, 
The market is in good candition.

BALTIMORE FERTILIZER MARKET, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Baltimore, March 4, 1915. 


The situation with respect to fertilizers has 
not undergone any material change as com- 
pared with last week. Orders for mixtures 
are coming in with some freedom and a fair 
business is being done by the manufacturers, 
though it cannot be said that a rush is on 
or that the movement promises for tie pres- 
ent to attain extraordinary proportions. The 
outlook, however, continues favorable. Farm- 
ers everywhere are preparing to cultivate an 
extensive acreage in the principal cereals, and 
the requirements in the way of fertilizers prom- 
ise to be large. Even the South holds out a 
prospect of becoming a buyer of mixtures in 
considerable quantities, the movement showing 
every indication of satisfactory continuance. 
While some wide fluctuations have been re- 
corded in the wheat pit during the week, with 
otuer staples also affected by the changes, the 
trend has been ‘n the main toward still higher 
values for agricultural products, and there is 
as a consequence every incentive for the farm- 
ers of the country to put forth extra effort to 
raise big crops. It seems practically certain 
that these will be needed, for even if the 
war should come to a close some time during 
the year, it will probably be too late for get- 
ting in grain and other things and raising 
crops, so that the United States will be called 
upon to feed the needy millions of Europe for 
at least another year. No doubt every effort 
will be put forta by the warring powers to

Saturday Noon, March 6, 1915. 

One of the important topics in the 
trade this week was concerned with 
getting supplies of dyes from Germany. 
Interest in this matter was heightened 
by the announcement that the presi- 
dent of the British Board of Trade had 
declared that there would be no block- 
ade on shipments of dyes and other 
necessary goods from Germany to 
Great Britain. Advices from Washing- 
ton were then in order, and it is siated 
that this country will insist on its right 
to obtain dyestuffs, etce., from Germany 
if Great Britain continues to do so. 
Trading in dye materials has not been 
important this week, but some sellers 
say they found a disposition on the 
part of consumers to cover require- 
ments for the month. The dye trade 
also has been interested in a report 
that a new discovery has come to light 
whereby production of certain dyes 
may be increased from the utilization 
of raw materials found in this country, 

Price changes in the materials mar- 
ket have not been numerous in the in- 
terval. Scarcity of supplies of aniline 
oil and salts have caused sellers to 
hold firm views, and prices were firm- 
er than iast week, but the market is 
largely nominal, with some sellers un- 
able to offer anything for prompt de- 
livery. Bichromates are firm. Bichro- 
mate of potash is affected by higher 
costs for raw materials, especially for 
muriate of potash, and it can readily 
be seen why all potash compounds are 
selling above normal levels. Bichro- 
mate of soda remains at old prices, but 
the undertone is stronger than it was 
some time ago. Prussiates are likewise 
in a strong position, and are selling at 
relatively high prices. Zinc dust was 
marked up in price during the week, 
and unless there is a slump in the spel- 
ter market, buyers of zinc dust will be 
forced to pay high prices for supplies 
for some time to come. Detailed re- 
ports on the separate articles of the lo- 
cal market follow :— 

ALBUMEN. —Freight rates from 
China are reported to be high and 
naturally gives a steady tone to the 
market for egg albumen. There is a 
smaller demand, however, from some 
of the consuming markets of Europe, 
and this has caused concessions in 
primary markets. Sellers in the local 
market have been able to make deliv- 
eries pretty regularly. Market quota- 
tions are given at 60@70c. per pound, 
according to grade. Blood albumen 
from foreign markets has been in 
limited supply and has been held at 
high levels. Prices vary according to 
selections, with 30@35c. per pound 
quoted. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—Some 
supplies reached here this week, but 
were reported to have passed to con- 
sumers without coming on the market, 
and the searcity of stocks was further 
accentuated. This was reflected in 
higher asking prices, and while prices 
are largely nominal as far as spot and 
prompt delivery are concerned, some 
sellers who were able to make deliv- 
eries were offering small amounts of 
oil and salts at 80c. per pound, and 
the lowest figure quoted was said to 
have been 75c. per pound. 

BICHROMATES.—While there is a 
firm tone to the market for both bi- 
chromate of soda and bichromate of 
potash, this has not resulted in any 
changes in market quotations. On bi- 
chromate of soda there has been a 
tendency in some quarters to advance 
prices, but contract holders are still 
obtaining supplies at 4%c. per pound, 
and jobbing lots sold this week at 5c. 
per pound, so the former quotations 
are yet effective, and as competition is 
rather keen among sellers it serves to 
offset some of the bullish aspects of 
the market. Bichromete of potash is 
reported as firm with 15c. per pound 
as the quotation. The position of 
muriate of potash has not changed ma- 
terially in the interim, and bichromate 
of potash will be influenced largely by 
the position of the raw materials, espe- 
cially that of muriate of potash. Since 
exports of bichromate from the United 
Kingdom have been curtailed consid- 
erable inquiry has developed in the 
local market. One lot of twenty-five 
tons of bichromate of potash was re- 
ported sold for export this week at 
1344c. per pound. 

CUTCH.—The shipments of cutch 
from Rangoon to all ports for the year 
of 1914 amounted to 2,937 tons, against 
2.500 tons in 1913 and 4,100 tons in 1912. 
For the present season to January 12 
shipments were 111 tons, against 100 
tons a year ago. Demand for cutch is 
moderate and the market is quiet. Of- 
ferings wre said to have been of uni- 


formly good grade. Prices vary ac- 
cording to grade, quantity and package, 
with 5%@6%c. per pound quoted. 

DEXTRINES.—AIl grades of dex- 
trine have moved in a moderate way 
this week. Reductions in the price of 
corn have given an easy tone to prices 
for dextrines. Towards the close of 
last week a decline of ten points in 
quotations was announced by leading 
sellers and the lower prices were in 
effect through the present week. Quo- 
tations were:—Dextrines, $2.93 in bags, 
$3.04 in barrels; special dark canary 
dextrine. $3.03, in bags, $3.14 in barrels; 
British gum, $3.18 in bags, $3.29 in bar- 
rels; amidex, $3.19 in bags. 

GAMBIER.—Reports on the London 
market say that gambier has_ been 
firm but quiet. Good marks fer Feb- 
ruary-March shipment have sellers at 
22s. 6d., buyers bidding 22s. Cubes are 
rather easier, sellers quoting No. 1 at 
33s. 6d. for March-April, and No. 2 at 
31s. per cwt. c. i. f. 

There has been a fairly good eall 
for gambier in domestic markets, with 
the leather trade as a steady buyer. 
One report states that the leather 
trade has been in a normal position 
and has been taking normal amounts 
of gambier. Demand from the textile 
trades has been spasmodic, and in 
general hardly up to normal. Prices 
for gambier vary, according to grade 
and quantity, and to this may fre- 
quently be added a variation, accord- 
ing to seller. The present price is 5% 
@é6e. per pound. a 

MYRABOLANS.—Reports from pri- 
mary points have indicated an easy 
market, but transporting charges have 
been high and this gives a steady 
tone to the quotation, delivered at do- 
mestic markets, There has been some 
inquiry for myrabolans from domestie 
consumers and stocks are being taken 
as fast as they arrive. Prices vary. 
according to grade of the nuts, and 
are $30@35 per ton. 

PRUSSIATES.—There have been im- 
ports of prussiate of potash this week, 
but they are not coming to hand in a 
normal way, and the market is decid- 
edly firm. There does not appear to be 
any fixed price for yellow prussiate of 
potash, as sales are said to have gone 
through during the week at 23c. up to 
<oc. per pound. Market conditions, as 
with other potash compounds, are af- 
fected by the uncertain position of raw 
materials. There has been a good in- 
quiry for smail lots. Red prussiate of 
potasn is quiet, but firmly held. Quo- 
tations are held at 45@48c. per pound. 
A steady movement is reported for yel- 
low prussiate of soda, and this applies 
not only to old orders, but also to new 
business. The market is firm in sym- 
pathy with potash, and also because 
buyers who formerly took potash have 
been in the market for soda. Prices 
are quoted at 124%@l4c. per pound. 

STARCH.—Export demand for starch 
remains comparatively quiet and the 
dropping off in the export trade has 
been a factor in the market for some 
time. Prices for starch are easy and 
a lower schedule of prices, which went 
into effect on Saturday of last week, 
was operative through the current 
week. Present quotations are:—Pearl 
starch, $2.15 in bags, $2.26 in barrels: 
Buffalo pearl starch, $2.18 in bags, $2.29 
in barrels; powdered starch, $2.19 in 
bags, $2.31 in barrels; corn starch, $2.23 
in bags, $2.34 in barrels; special warp 
sizing starch, $2.25 in bags: confection- 
ers’ T. B. starch, $2.75 in bags, $2.96 in 
barrels; finishing starch, $2.96 in bags; 
erystal T. B. starch No. 90 fluidity, $2.85 
in bags, $2.96 in barrels. All above 
quotations are per 100 pounds in car- 
load lots f. o. b. New York. Smaller 
lots are higher accordingly. 

TURMERIC.—A report from London 
says that in that market turmeric is 
dull, but sellers are holding values at 
unchanged levels and are quoting split 
Cochin bulbs at 14s. per cwt. Madras 
finger is -quoted at 18@20s. per cwt., 
and Chinese at 18s. per cwt. No new 
developments have arisen in the local 
market and trading is reported as 
quiet, and recent advices from primary 
points have indicated a slow call from 
this country. Prices are held at 44@ 
4l4c. for Aleppy, 4%@5c. for Pubna, 
44@4%c. for Madras and 3%@4c. for 
Chinese. 

ZINC DUST.—The centinued strength 
in the spelter market is the most im- 
portant factor on prices for zinc dust. 
Producing costs of the latter are much 
higher because of the advance in raw 
materials and sellers of zine dust 
marked prices up this week and at the 
close of the week 15c. per pound was 
the general asking price for large lots.

increase the yield of their farming lands, but 
with millions of men diverted from ordinary 
pursuits, there must be a curtailment of the 
production,’so tiaat a larger quantity of food- 
stuffs than usual will be required from the 
outside. All of this will tend to help the fer- 
tilizer trade and stimulate the demand for 
mixtures. Whatever else may have been hurt 
by the war, the farmers of the country ar¢ 
being greatly benefited, and they are certain 
to place orders for mixtures wit1 some free- 
dom. This prospect tends to sustain the quo 
tations on crude materials, as it has helped 
the values of mixtures, and on some stocks a 
further marking up of the figures has been 
made. A hopeful feeling prevails among th: 
manufacturers, and they are more encouraged 
over the outlook than they have been for 
some time. 

TANKAGE.—The situation with respect to 
Western animal ammoniates During 
the last two or three weeks tie demand seems 
to have relaxed, and the large Western pro- 
ducers, while not disposed to make conces- 
sions, seem to be less determined to hold out 
for the old figures. ‘The list may be charac- 
terized as having softened, with the nominal 
figures for 11 and 15 high grade ground tank 
age around $2.85 and 10 ec. i. f sis Balti 
more. For some time the Western producers 
took position behind the claim that the de 
mand from tie Western States attained im- 
pressive proportions, and was, in fact, qu 
active. But this assertion is not to be mz 
tained now, it is said, and ¢ 
the producers have become rather less deter- 
mined about holding out and appear inclined 
to entertain counter propositions. The move- 
ment, however, is not in excess of a very mod- 
erate volume, and the fact that it is still early 
in the season, when no great inquiry for mix 
tures can be looked for, tends to delay any 
urgency calls for crude stocks 

BLOOD.—The relations between tankage and 
ground blood have not been sustained at the 
levels set recently, blood having reacted rather: 
more than tankage. This is due to the circum- 
stance tiat blood seems to be in relatively 
larger supply than tankage As has been re- 
peatedly explained, the output of tankage is 
always much larger than that of blood, and 
for this reason it often happens that the quo- 
tations on blood are 15 cents or even more 
higher than for tankage. This year, because 
of the impairment of the purchasing ability 
of the South tirough the depression of cotton, 
that section is a far smaller buyer of high 
grade ammoniates than at other times, and 
the existing state of affairs may be expected 
to continue. The South being normally one of 
the largest consumers of ground blood, it fol 
lows that the supplies should accumulate when 
the demand from the chief market is greatly 
reduced. Hence it is that tte current quota- 
tions on ground blood are down to $2.87% to 
$2.90 c. a. f., basis Baltimore, with no indi 
cations of an early stiffening. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—With the freight situa 
tion unchanged, the demand for acid phosphate 
continues to be decidedly restricted, and 
supplies appear to be on the increase, th 
this is due probably more to the absence of 
normal withdrawals than to an exc rf 
duction The manufacturers, finding them 
selves confronted by the necessity of paying 
$3.50 more for crude rock, are in no hurry 
to place orders, preferr to wait and see if 
a decline will not take by the time acid 
phosphate is really needed The quotations re 
main ‘ 5 for 14 per cent. and $8.25 for 16 
per cent but they are more nominal 
than before, and no business is being done on 
this basis For the present the pressure upon 
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the sellers is not of such a character
